when their special train wa« partlaljy 
wrecked at Mlllvllle. a small station 
In the West Virginia mounalns. While 
the Harding special was running at 36 
miles an hour along the Ohio river, 
between Parkersburg and Huntlngton, 
the trucks under the HarJIng private 
car "Ideal" broke down and the ear 
left the tracks. 


A, B and O. brakeman sensing some- 


thing -wrong applied the 
emergency 


brakes and the train was hrot to a 
halt Just afte,r crossing a trestle over 
a doep gully 
The "Id-sal" rode the 


wooden ties across the high bridge, 
splitting many of them. 


It was considered almost a miracle 


that the car remained upright across 
the chasm and did not plunge thirty 
feet ino a small stream, 


All the occupants of the 
Harding 


car were badly shaken up, hut no one 
suffered even a. minor injury. 


The track was torn up for a distance 


of 200 yards where the heavy "Ideal" 
was dragged along off the ra,ils. The 
other four cars composing the" Hard- 
lug special were not injured, 
and! 


after abandoning the "Ideal" where It 
lay .the train proceeded on to Hunting- 
on. 


The Harding baggage and 
guests 


were transferred »to the car 
ahead, 


doubling up In compartments with at- 
taches and newspaper correspondents.

TTTTTHiN the memory of men not yet old horse racing, prize 


< W fighting and wrestling have been commercialized to death. 
Now baseball stands at the parting of the ways and either will 
submit to a complete purging or go the way of the rest. 


The continuation of crookedness in what Americans fondly 


refer to as the "national game," either past or present, is bound 
to defeat even the commercial side of baseball 'and the vast 


• profits that professional ball yield will go down in the wreck 
along with its other more interesting features. 
" 
Horse racing for a long time withstood the charges of 


crookedness and even yet has a strong following, but largely as 
a straight-out gambling proposition. Pugilism has been able to 
stand the breath of scandal because of the nature of the sport 
and the comparatively few top notchers who can hope to occupy 
the public eye at one time. Wrestling, too, because of its small- 
er following and slight hold on the public imagination has been 
able to endure as a third rate diversion despite the ill-repute into 
which it has fallen. 
But not so with baseball. 
Once convince the fans that 


crooked work has been widespread and the greatest spott in the 
modern-world will speedily fall into a decline which it will 
hardly survive. Unlike the other sports which have ranked high 
in America it is of itself sportsmanship, pure and simple, from 
start to finish. It involves large numbers of high class athletes 
who possess enormous personal fallowings, 
Once let suspicion definitely rest on any considerable num- 


ber of players on any one team or in any one league and the 
whole edifice built thru long years will crumble like a house of 
cards. If proof is submitted showing that the inside of the 
national game is decayed the interest in the deeds of the 
home 


.club" will vanish overnight. Baseball, of all sports, ^ust be 
genuine or perish.

We believe this view is taken of the present situation by the 


vast majority of thinking fans. For that reason they are desir- 
ous of having the Chicago investigation carried to the remotest 
recesses of the g"ame, unpleasant as the task is bound to prove. 
They want those accused unfairly exonerated and those guilty 
of bribery and fraud driven from the game for good. 


If players on other teams than the White Sox have thrown 


trames for money paid to them by gamblers, the public is en- 
titled to know who they are. If the whole trouble arises from a 
misunderstanding they want to know that and the_ players in- 
volved should be cleared. For if .the charge be substantiated 
that there has been rottenness thruout the big league finals, 
what club anywhere is entitled to public confidence?
